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Bilingualism report 
proposes new ideas 

"We do not propose merely to paper over an uniolit* 
factory lituallon : we shall present a new concept of an 
officially bilingual country in which the two official longuages 
will have new rights and better guarantees." 

So say the 10 commissioners appointed to Canada's Royal 
Commission on Blllncuallsm and BIcnituralIsm in tlie first volume 
of their report, released yesterday. 

The Instalment deals solely with lancuaee, terming It "a ques- 
tion of cenuine linguistic plannlne" and recommends : 

• French and Enclish be "formally declared the official 
lancuarea" of Parliament and federal bodies ; 

• New Brunswick and Ontario Join Quebec in recornizlnr 
the two as official lanriaces with what that entails and provinces 
"whose offlcial-lanruafe minority reaches or exceeds 10 percent" 
do likewise : . ' . "

• Parliament adopt an Official Lanruaies Act and appoint 
a Commissioner to act as "the active conscience ... of the Cana- 
dian public" or "llnfuistio ombudsman" to receive and brine to 
lirht the grievance "of any residents concerning (he official 
lanruaces".

Committee urged to drop charges 

Allnutt, Fourmer trial ends

In a final sumnfiallon of evidence before the Senote Committee on Student Discipline, 
lawyer Marvin Schecter yesterday urged the committee to dismiss the charges against his clients. 
Daily editors Peter Allnutt and Pierre Fournier, because of the "impossibility" of defining "stand- 
ards of decency acceptable by and in this university". 



Schecter also stressed what he 
termed hasty and unwarranted 
action by the Administration and 
distortion of the. "Boll Weevils" 
case by the public news media 
in asking the committee To "ex- 
ercise the slightest of its options 
and declare the matter dosed." 

"The Isîue of what appears 
in a student newspaper Is beyond 
the competence of University 
authorities to deal with and It is 
undesirable fop them to''deal 
with it," he said. 

"The charse as drawn is im- 
possible to prove," Schecter ar- 
gued. 

Allnutt and Fournier are 
charged with the publication of 
an article which "contravenes 
standards of decency acceptable 
by and In this uniyenity". 

"The committee is bound by 
the mailer as drawn," Schecter 
continued, "and the way the 
charge is drawn makes it Im- 
possible to reach concrete deci- 
sions without applying your own 
standards to the university com- 
munity as a whole." 

He further told the committee 
that it was faced with two other 
impossible tasks : to define what

The mailer was a student af- 
fair, he added; "the primary 
responsibility of the Daily is to 
students." 

Cbuiicil did discipline the Daily, 
he pointed out, when "it demand- 
ed and got a retraction from the 
Managing Board". 

Schecter further cited a '.'dis- 
tortion of events" by the - news 



media as having an effect on 
the Administration's action 
shortly following publication of 
the article on November 3. 

"The Administration was car- 
ried away by the hue and cry 
caused by the publication - of 
this article," he charged. 

Arts and Science Dean II. D. 
Woods interjected ' to' ask what 
evidence Schecter had that tiic 
Administration acted as a re- 
sult of thc>piiblic outcry. 

Schecter answered that he bad 
no positive proof and that his 
charge was a "personal opinion" 
based on the timing of the Ad- 
ministration's response. 

In any case, he argued that the 
Administration should have let 
the matter "setUeiinto. its pro- 
per perspective."^^*^'

N Y anti-draft protest 
witnesses 250 arrests 

NEW YORKTCUP-CPS) - More than 250 anti-war demon- 
strators were arrested here Tuesday morning when they at- 
tempted to block entrances to the Whitehall Army Induction 
Centre. 



The demonstration, held in 
connection with "Stop-thc-Draft 
Week", began at 5:30 am, and 
within a half-hour all' protesters 
who joined the sit-in at the in- 
duction centre had been carried 
away by police. 

In addition to the sit-in about 
1,500 additional persons picketed 
the induction centre for about 
five hours. 

Isolated incidents of violence 
were reported, but In general the 
demonstration and arrests were 
considered orderly. Only one 
protester was reported injured. 

Some of those- arrested were 
charged with disorderly conduct, 
and others were charged with 
trespassing. New York State re- 
sidciils were released from jail 
on Iheir own recognizance pend- 
ing their trials, and non-residents 
were- released on $25 bond. 

Tuesday's demonstration was 
sponsored mainly by pacifist or- 
ganizations such as Ihe War Re- 
sisters League. Liberation, and 
tlie Committee for Non-Violcnt 

Action (CIWA). 



More protests are scheduled at 
the centre today and tomorrow. 
Although yesterday's demonstra- 
tion had been billed as p eaeefulj 
picketing and today's as 'an^ai* 
tempt to shut down the Induction 
centre, leaders of the protests 
now say they expect the rest of 
this week's activities to be peace- 
ful.

Stressing the importance of 
this type of project and the 
sorry state of government-spon- 
sored scientific research in the 
US, Dr. Bull said, "The Mars 
Voyager project and NASA in 
general are in terrible shape be- 
cause of funds being siphoned 
off for the US war effort. As a 
project with ■ expenditures of 
$2-3 million yearly, which was 
supported entirely .by the US 
army, wc were seriously hurl 
when the money stopped in 
July." 

Many universities in tlic US 
and Great Britain arc also in- 
volved with the Space Research 
Institute. A lot of .participation 
comes from Toronto. As far as 



finances' go, however, Canada 
does not contribute and the Ins-

Once upon a time its proposals 
might have been relevant, but time is run- 
ning out for those who still feel we can 
have social justice "from sea unto sea". 

Debate over the formal changes should 
keep Parliament busy for a couple of years 
— lust substitute "official languages" for flag 
and you have the script. Ten years later 
we could establish the cure-all districts, and 
within five more they may begin to func- 
tion. Thirty years thereafter we would see 
the re.sults. 

By then Canada will be short its "model" 
province of bilingualism. Recommendations 
which should have begun 100 years ago 
simply aren't the kind one can seriously 
believe in now. 

The Report is a stimulating intellectual 
exercise in modern Conodionism. Those who 
like to visit "interesting" Quebec will rest 
assured our government is solving the 
French-Canadian "problem". But it's a rather 
expensive exercise; the camouflage isn't 
worth it. . 

It would have been better for Lauren- 
deau and Dunton to borrow Bobby Gimby's 
robes and lead their Commissioners down 
Parliament Hill singing Ca^na-da in both 
languages.

cnce strongly indicated there 
had been no malice, and that the 
only purpose in. publishing the 
article was for its satirical value. 

An error In judgment had been 
made and a retraction was sub- 
sequently printed, he explained. 

"The subjéct was blown far 
j^ut ' of proportion by external 
forces." 

"The role of the public media 
has been nothing short of dis> 
gusting," he declared, "and the 
media displayed irresponsibility 
in dealing with the facts." 

The case was tried and Judged 
to a large extent by the public 
media, he claimed, and "the Ad- 
ministration 'over-reacted to the 
whole affair". 

Tbèj^^nrorjïin: judgment which 
was'fmiiSeîand 'admitted "should 
be considered part of the search 
for guidelines and part of the 
educational process," Schccter- 
concluded. _ 

Drawing attention to a remark 
by Schecter, Dean Woods ques- 
tioned "the notion thpt the be- 
havior of a student has nothing 
to do with the university as a 
whole and is purely a student 
matter." 

Schecter answered : "I will not 
5ay this matter docs not reflect 
on the name of the university, 
but the students should have 
jibeen.left to decide'.V because the 
P^estion of the' content of a stu- 
dent newspaper is "essentially" 
a student matter. 

Prof^trial briefs 

In h^lgSjmiatlon, Schecter 
quoted ^^SNimPyeral briefs pre-' 
senled to the committee by Indi- 
vidual professors and groups of 
professors. The essence of most " 
of the briefs ' was that the 
Realist . article was in. keeping 
^Ij^i^hiyHjyiliterary tradition of 
'"satlre??^^^'" ■' 

A ■ brief submitted by Econo- 
mics and' Political Science Pro- 
fessor J. C. Weldon, drew atten- 
tion to certain pages of "Acade- 
nSic Freedom and Tenure", a 
handbook of the American As- 
sociation of University Teachers. 
The handbook urges that offen- 
ces, that can be committed by 
.students should be as clearly de- 
fined as possible and "such 
phrases as 'undesirable conduct'... 
should be avoided". 

"I must express my great con- 
cern about the precedent set if 
charges of the kind before the 
Committee and the- associated 
procedures... arc in effect ac- 
cepted in the findings of the 
Committee," Professor Weldon 
said. 

"The precedents, if they come 
into existence," he continued, 
"seem to me to affect all of us, 
and though no one intends it, to 
intrude on and limit academic 
freedom." 

In another brief, English Pro- 
fessor Maurice Evans' said, "I 
consider that Mr. Fekete and 
those responsible on the Daily 
made an error in judgment, 
though not a moral error, in pub- 
lishing the article they did." 

"The modern literate student 
who reads the literature of the 
ivorld around him is Inevitably 
puzzled by the concept of 'decen- 
cy', which McGill thrusts upon 
' i^j^^v thé brief continues.; 

fie'unlversity Is, in fact, im-' 
posing an arbitrary , standard of 
literary decency which does not 
operate in the world outside, and 



In doing so. It Is facing the stu- 
dent with a double rode of moral- 
ity to which he would riot be ex- 
pected to conform if he were 
not a university student." . - 

Article "well conceivod" 

- A further submission by Eng- 
lish Professor À.E. Malloch terms 
thé Krassner article "well con- 
ceived and executed." 

However, the brief adds that 
to reprint the Krajsner article 
"half a year after the real furore 
over the Manchester book, and.' 
in a country which has never' 
taken the same kind of interest 
as the US in the assassinatIon,''is 
certainly to Increase the chances 
that the satiria's purpose will 
fail." 

Summing up the duties of the 
Senate Committee, Chairman 
Perry Meyer said the -committee 
must decide whether the public- 
ation was reprehensible, should 
the matter, be dealt: with by the 
committetv should a penalty be 
imposed, and, if so, what penalty. 

The committee has a wide 
range of possible décidons open 
to it, from expulsion to dismissal 
of the matter. Other penalties 
that could be imposed by the 
Committee are fines up to $100 
and suspensions "not exceeding 
one year". Either suspension or 
expulsion must be ratified by 
the Senate. 

V^hen the committee will ren- 
der its decision is not known.

He also said we 
must be participants in a recep- 
tive learning process rather than 
an aggressive learning process. 

Julius Grey, BA 3, said we were 
in the midst of a revolution which 
must be^carried on with "respon- 
sible'radiMÏisy/!^^^^ 
the importance of UGEQ and the 
recognition of the English lan- 
guage as an "associate langua- 
ge." "We should be concerned 
with social and educational is- 
sues. Language is a minor point," 
said Grey. . 

John Hamilton, BA 3, said, we 
need people who will attack 
students' problems rationally on 
"merits rather than emotions". 
He also suggested student repre- 
sentation by population of each 
faculty. "It Is important that 
UGEQ have respect, for the En- 
glish language' and. every indi- 
vidual's political stand," Hamil- 
ton said. 

Ralph Lysyshyn, BA 3, said If 
politics entered into campus af- 
fairs, efficiency would suffer. "A 
Messiah is unfavorable in poll- 
tics", he said. 

David Monroe, BA 3, said he 
was "fed up with the incapa- 
bility of Council and the hooliga- 
nism demonstrated by various 
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today

Rumor has it that Hisataka is 
so skilled at his profession that 
the Montreal police department 
requested him to register the 
callouses on the edges of tiis 
hands as deadly weapons. 

Hisataka, the top-ranked ka- 
rate instructor in North Ameri- 
ca, holds the degree of seventh 
dan, whatever that is, awarded 
by the All-Japan Kenkokan Ka- 
rate Federation. 

His promotion to his present 
status capped a spectacular 
career in the art of self-defen- 
ce which originated in China ns 
a means of self-defence for 
small, unarmed people against 
large, armed people. 

His father, Mendel, was the 
founder of karate as.it is known 
today and little Masayiiki was 
taking his first cuts at the tend- 
er age of three. 



By the age of thirteen, he had 
.earned his black belt in both 
karate and Judo to qualify as a 
kind of child prodigy in the art 
of using one's hands as weapons. 

Hisataka won the all-Japan 
Kenkokan karate championship 
from 1058 to 1062 and took the 
open competition title in Tokyo 
in 1060. . r,. ; . 

He participated in karate de- 
monstrations at the New York 
World's Fair and at the extra- 
vaganza in the St. Lawrence. 

He has been a member of the 
athletics staffs of Columbia Uni- 
versity, tlie Stale University of 
New York and Nihon University 
of Tokyo. 

His lone disappointment ca- 
me when his application for the 
position of karate instructor at 
the University of Old Paltz at 
Ulan Bator was rejected. Too 
bad. 

"His course has been very 
popular and naturally no disci 
pline problems are anticipated," 
chuckles Tommy Thompson, 
sports information director of 
the university. "Gyuuhh."

Horn Thorn- 
pike, however, has always main- 
tained his innocence. Subsequent 
investigations have proven to be 
futile and Horn in an official 
press release stated : "I was just 
good, I was always genuinely 
slippery." Horn is currently em- ' 
ployed at Blue Bonnets in scrap- 
ing manure out of tricky corners. 

Freeman denied reports that 
he intended to follow his bro- 
ther's tracks : "After I receive 
my degree I plan to make a 
career in professional snowshoe- 
Ing". Mr. and Mrs. Thornpike 
who hail from New Pultz, New 
Jersey are bahind Freeman all 
the way: "Wc bought him his 
first snowshocs, and. If we have 
to, we will buy him his last." 

McGlll may yet produce its 
first professional snowshoer. 
Athletic director Harry Griffith 
was unavailable at this time for 
any comment.
